The 
total colleollont for the year were 
idL>4.:i3i;,174 as sgainst tl l,S,^:!7 lliil 
fur tlie previous lineal year, beiiif,' an 
Increase of |5,'189,173. Tho cost of 
collection fbr the year wu |3,083,uilii, 
exclusive of the amount cx|>ondcd 
for the printing of Ibo internal rev- 
enue stamps. In case Iliin amount is 
not iucreased hy lleirs yet to bo a< t- 
iled, the peroentage of oott of collec- 
tion will be about 3 2 per cent, of the 
amoiinl collected. 

Tlie Commissioner saya lliat under 
the conditiona now existing wllh ru- 
gard to pending leglilation, etc.. It is 
impoisible to make eitlmatei of liic 
probable colleotinnt for tho current 
fiscal year.

The I'lo- 
fes.or says that be I'onnd lie! v:i-liu-- 
ol Ihe (;as deposits under I'unlUy 
greatly iiinlerostimated, ami lhat lui- 
ilcrnealh the town at great di-ptli lay 
a niighiy cavern lilled with highly 
intUniiuabIc gas uiiilcr tremendous 
pressure. lly means of experiments 
with delicate inslrununts, tin; I'ro 
feasor has come lo the conclusion 
that at a distance of only one mile 
between the great gas caviti. which 
lies under Kindlay. a liir i^ ra>;ing at 
a temperature of nearly !i .■.inj^ilegrecs. 
Not salisficd with tiic observations 
at one point, bo took several wells 
witliin a ratlins of thn-i' milej, and 
claims his lir«l iiliser\ alioiis wei'C 
completely t onlirmi il. He says that 
about 1,-1111 feel below the ' ity of 
It'indlay lies an immense cavern, ll 
is several miles long, ami in some 
platx'S more than a half mile deep. 
This is ci'oiTtled lull of gas which is 
under t jprossuru i'.linosl incoucolri- 
ble. Then conic tcvertl ttrtti of 
rock, |>erbipa a mile Iu thickness, 
tnd iheu this greet internal lire at a 
tompertlurc of over ;i,UOO dcgroci. 
The Itst uf ll.o Ityeri which 
lies directly over firei it meliliiv 
away. About ten milet from Fiudiay 
on either aide It It of groat Ih!okoc8>, 
but at it neirt Ihe town It grows 
ihinnei', the furtnce beneath ditlnle- 
grtilng ll and ever letteuing the 
barrier between Ittelf and the gat 
welit. 

From Ihe tremendont cracking 
which It lo be heard by thetoond In- 
ttmment It it almott certain that the 
dlilntegraiion it going on with great 
rapidity, aud the I'rofeaaor aeemt to 
Ihink an early oalattrophe not only 
poetlble but probable.

there a lion was carrying off n babe, and 
a lloiiesH siiarle 1 at a native African wlio 
atisid as thongh ready to drive a spe ir 
into Ihe king of bcaala. Numberl. - 
jinnies folhiwcd. ridden by children. 

In this divlsinn a genuine Co'.v foniily 
ox stalki il al'Mig in a "gii as you please" 
sty le, aud evidently considcrml hiiiLseil 
the prviccssion. 

The ?'ighth DIvialon was cuinposoil ol 
trade displays, ojid wits tho fliicat evet 
wllnessed in tile West. 

Tho ^inth Division waa of the like 
character, the dIspUy ot the Wells- Fargo 
Kxpress Company being Ita moat novel 
feature. Tbe famolu Daadwmsl cnai-ii. 
drawn by six horses, was an "olijei t "i 
interest" second only to the bistorli 
"pony rider," who constituted Vneli 
Barn's mail carrier In early times. .\ii 
even hundred of tho I'olice Force ended 
a procession of which tlie foregoing can 
give lint a faint Idea.

Mrs. Caleb Wurlcy wa.s born in Fort 
Washington, locatetl at the cnier of 
Third aud Ludlow streets, i in, innati, ot 
which a true reproduction may be seen 
lu tho I'ioneor Departniout of tho Cen- 
tennial Kxliihition, on May 11, VW. Her 
fatlier. (leorge .V'ljtms, was a cousin <if 
Il.ini.-l IliMUie. lie w.is a -New l-aighmder, 
and a suldier in tlio war of tiiu iie'vola- 
tlon, and was mnstered out at its cluao, 
eltlior In Virginia or North Caroli&a, the 
rei'or'ls being uncertain on this point.
